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Fi". 5 shews a human car with the device which forms the subject of this 
application in its usual size indicated in clotted lines in position behind the same. 

The device or appliance shewn consists of a pair of adhesive dUcs a. a x placed 
hack to hack and secured together by thread or *ilk h. *o that they are a suit- 
able distance apart. The discs are preferably made each of two layers, and 
two threads are emploved for attaching the discs together. 

In Fi»\s. 1 ami 2 the threads are passed through the centre nf the inner 
Invent «nd the ends are separate<l diametrically of the discs and tied at the 
ed-es as indicated at r v. The two layers of each disc are then stuck together 
bv%uitable adhesive material. 

*In Fi<*s. :i and 4 the arrangement is the same except that- the ends of the 
thread are not tied, the adhesive material which secures the layers together 
beimr relied on to hold the thread. 

The disc* a. « l are coated with material on the outer sides whirl, can he 
made to adhere when placed behind the ear so as to stick to the latter and lo 
the sides of the head, and retain the ear in the position determined by the 
length of the thread attachment between the discs 

If it is desired that the ear shall be retained absolutely close to the head, 
the thread, distance attachment may be dispensed with and a s:n<rle disc tui- 
nUlied on both sides with adhesive may be emploved 

The di*cs mav be made of various materials, for instance metal or celluloid 
but preferably the outer layers are of silk while the inner layers are of stronger 
or coarser material such as fine canvas. 

Instead of discs little plates of other form may be used. 

Havin- now particular! v described and ascertained the nature of the said 
invention and in what manner the same is to be performed, I declare that 
what I claim is : — 

1 An appliance for causing protruding ears to assume a jvositi.m close to 
the sides of the head, comprising a disc or di>cs capable of adhenn- to the 
car and to the head, substantially as described. 

2. The api.liance for refaininjr oars in the position desired, substantially ns 
illustrated in the accompanying drawing.
